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BABY SISTERS

I don’t suppose th ere ever w as a 
boy between the ages of six and fif­ 
teen years th at loved the job of ear­ 
ing for baby sister. 
In fact, instead 
of loving or liking the job, he, if he 
was a normal boy, hated the job with 
all his might. 
I feel safe in saying 
th a t the job of looking after baby 
sister and playing w ith her, when he 
ought to have been off on the creek 
fishing or swimming w ith other boys, 
is greatly 
responsible 
for the vast 
body of young men today who have 
turned desperadoes. 
A hatred for all 
m ankind was bred into their souls 
du rin g the days of early childhood 
when they were forced by the edict 
of stern parents to tag around after 
a fidgety, fussy, squally baby sister 
th a t didn’t have sense enough to en­ 
joy, or else was ju st too mean to en­ 
joy, the games all normal, healthy 
boys like to play. 
Baby sister invari­ 
ably wanted to play house and nurse 
dolls, while brother was dreaming of 
fighting Indians and 
gutting Ixnirs. 
Every boy knows that playing house 
is a sissy game, is not fit for any 
healthy boy to engage in. 
So because 
of this hatred of all restraint born in 
their hearts at such an early age, we 
have men of the Dillinger and B ar­ 
row type today . 
The w riter recalls with some trepi­ 
dation the days of his bondage when 
he w as forced against his will to act 
a s bodyguard to two baby sisters; 
not a t the same tim e but in regular 
turn. 
My job was to entertain them 
and keep them out of mischief while 
m other was busy a t the daily routine 
of the home. 
A part of my work was 
to 
rock them 
to sleep after 
their 
lunch and I can't understand it to 
this day, neither of the squally twain 
ever w as iii the notion of going to 
sleep when I wanted them to. 
They 
w ere the worst sufferers from insom­ 
nia I ever saw for persons so young. 
We had an old fashioned cradle and 
I spent practically all my boyhood 
and early youth rocking these two 
kids and getting them up to the age 
where they could rock themselves to 
sleep. 
I had heard somewhere thai 
music had the power to soothe the 
savage breast, 
but 
it 
never 
would 
work on these two baby sisters of 
mine. 
I 
only knew but 
one song, 
"Bye-yo baby in a tree top. when the 
wind blows the cradle will rock.’’ 
I 
sang this lo them with ail my might 
and main and at the top of my voice, 
but nary a soothe could I fetch to 
their savage little breasts. 
In fact, 
th e 
louder 
I 
sang 
the 
more 
they 
squalled. 
So 
I 
concluded that the 
fellow who said music had [lower to 
soothe the savage breast was either 
a liar or else the breast that I was 
trying to soothe was too savage for 
my kind of singing. 
Anyway, it raw­ 
er did work for me. 
I tried singing, tried shaking the 
cradle, and 
tried 
putting my hand 
over their eyes, but all to no avail. 
Aud as for 
the1 wind 
blowing and 
rocking the cradle, as in the song, 
no such luck ever happened to me. 
T he cradle was so heavy t brit noth­ 
ing short of a cyclone, sit least it 
seem ed to me, could have rocked it 
enough to put these kids to sleep so 
I w as 
forced to slave 
my boyhood 
days 
away 
putting 
baby 
sister 
to 
sleep when by rights I should have 
been out with the other kids riding 
stick horses and playing robbers. 
Of 
course 
every boy deep 
down in bis 
heart thought his baby sister was the 
prettiest thing in the world, as dill 
the writer, and stood ready to prove 
it by licking any kid th a t said other­ 
wise, but owing to a streak of inher­ 
ited cussedness, he wouldn’t tell them 
so to save their lives. And even after 
baby sister has grown to be the pret­ 
tiest girl for miles around, old Bud 
still 
has 
a 
feeling 
of 
resentment 
against her down in his heart because 
of 
his suffering 
in 
early 
boyhood 
while trying to get her off to sleep 
so th a t he could go on with making 
lits bird traps and flying kites. 
Yes, I can fully understand why so 
m any of our young men go to the 
b a d ; they are the victims of too much 
cradle rocking in early life.

ments during the season, so they will 
have the money when they need it 
and 
meanwhile 
save 
on 
interest 
charges.” 
“Most of the loans m ade this spring 
have been for crop production,” Mr. 
Garwood continued, “and while the 
spring seasonal demand for crop pro­ 
duction loans has now passed its peak 
the gradual increase in the size of 
loans 
indicates 
th a t 
farm ers 
aud 
stockmen are turning their attention 
to livestock loans and loans for gen­ 
eral farm ing purposes.”

“The extremely low cost of money 
this spring is very encouraging to 
new agricultural financing. 
The pro­ 
duction credit associations have been 
able to reduce the interest rates on 
new loans to 5 per cent: and this 
factor is enabling many farm ers to 
get loans who up until now have post­

chinery, repairs, and improvements.” 
“Such loans must l>e secured by 
first liens on sufficient livestock or 
equipment, owned or purchased, to 
secure the loan adequately.”

Business M en’s Fears 
Business men have not yet laid all 
their fears. They worry about what 
Congress may or may not do. They con­ 
cern themselves about a trend tow’ard 
control of bu.sine.ss by government. 
They fear taxes beyond their power to 
pay. These are real sources of worry 
and when they are reassured along 
the.se lines they will he more inclined 
to take a fresh look at the future and 
to m ak e plans to go forward. 
A.s a m atter of fact there are tangi­ 
ble evidences of recovery. 'I'he Federal 
Reserve 
Board ollicially 
ha.s stated 
th at prices, wages, business activity 
and production were hack to the high­ 
est peak since early in 1931. Commer­ 
cial failures in the United States are 
being cut almost in half as compared 
with the same period last year. It has 
been reported that the decline in ex- 
Iiort and import trade was ck finitely 
checked in the middle of 1933 and re­ 
placed during the last half of the year 
by a* snhstanttal recovery movement. 
Among favorable factors is the im­ 
proved condition of th e banks. It is 
doubtless true that th e banking struc­ 
ture of the country has never been in a 
sounder, stronger ami more liquid con­ 
dition than it is today. My authority 
for th a t statement Is the Comptroller 
of the Currency. No longer is there any 
fear or thought of hank runs. Deposi­ 
tors once more know* th a t their money 
is safe and the banker, thrice armed In 
th e knowledge of his own strength, Is 
looking forward. 


The Bankers Today 
The bankers who are In charge of 
our banks todaf represent men w*ho 
withstood the temptations and avoided 
the economic 
pitfalls 
of 
the 
great 
boom, lf they had not they would not 
be there, or their banks would not 
have been able to survive the rack and 
ruin of the economic hurricane, 
by 
which even many banks and bankers, 
whose conduct was alleve reproach, 
have been destroyed. The other types 
of bankers, those that fell below the 
high standards of professional ethics 
and business prudence that ch a racter­ 
ized those that remain, have passed 
out of the picture. But they have left 
for those that remain a difficult herit­ 
age of suspicion and ill will. 
How irrational this is, when w’e re­ 
flect that not more than th ree or four 
per cent of our entire population suf­ 
fered personal loss because of what 
any banker did or neglected to do. 
whereas literally millions of bank d e 
positors did not lose a single cent as 
a rc.=-ult of banking difliculties and 
really owe a vote of confidence and 
thanks to their own bankers who were 
true to the highest conceptions of their 
stew ardship and brought their institu­ 
tions and their customers s a f e l y 
through the greate.st business disaster 
the world has ever seen. It has been 
a peculiar feature of the psychological 
distortion of the times that many who 
ovre nothing but gratitude to their 
bankers joined in blaming the banker 
far out of proportion with any rational 
consideration of tile facts.

TRUST INSTITUTIONS 


Training for Bankers 


The American B ankera Association 
has been active for many years train­ 
ing young men and wom en In order 
that they may be duly qualified for the 
business of banking. S tandard courses 
are furnished with able and experi­ 
enced teachers. This work is done un­ 
der the direction of th e American In­ 
stitute of Banking Section ai. the asso­ 
ciation. Over two hun d red chapters, or 
local lianklng schools, a re in active 
operation throughout the country and 
thousands of the yoHSinger generation 
of bankers are being graduated each 
year. 'Fhese students a re taught not 
only hanking practices and policies, 
but they are also well grounded in the 
highest ideals and sta n d a rd s of busi­ 
ness ethics. A proposal is now under 
consideration to establish a ce.Vral 
school, which will offer advanced or 
graduate work to a selective list taken 
from those who have completed the 
st.andard courses.—F. M. Lav, Presi­ 
dent American Bankers Association.

Althou.gh banks and trust companies 
have been the largest borrowers from 
the Reconstruction F inanc e Corpora­ 
tion. Oley have exceeded all 
other 
classes of borrow’ers in the rapidity of 
their repayments. Since the inception 
of th e R. F. C. in F ebruary, 1932. loans 
have been authorized by it to 7,080 
banking institutions in the amount of 
$1,995,000,000. Of this sum $442,000,000 
was not taken by the borrower.^, the 
actual advances being $1,553,000,000. 
R epaym ents again st these advances 
th rough 
April 
30, 
1934, 
aggregated 
$925,000,000. or about GO pe cent. The 
ratio of repaym ents for all classes of 
borrowers has been only about 37 per 
cent. These rapid repaym onts by the 
banks are taken by com petent observ­ 
ers as a strong indication of returning 
normal financial and banking condi­ 
tions. 


B ankers Finance Scholarships 


T h e American Bankers Association 
Foundation for Education In Econom­ 
ics has since its establishm ent in 191T8,'' 
a w a rd ed 354 college loan scholarships., 
the total loans repaid in th a t period 
being $2G2,000 and th e am ount now 
outstanding $86,900. T h e total invest- 
*nents of Its funds are $540,000. 


P E D E R A L examination of tru st de- 
* 
p artm ents is the latest develop­ 
m ent In banking supervision and trust 
companies and banks operating trust 
d e pa rtm ents are welcoming this de­ 
velopment because It fills a long-felt 
want, it is stated by the T ru s t Division 
of the American Bankers Association. 
Despite the growing im portance of 
American 
trust 
business 
in 
recent 
years examining oflTicials h av e never 
given to timst d ep a rtm en ts the a t te n ­ 
tion paid to commercial banking de­ 
partm ents, this authority points out. 
Now the Federal Reserve System, in 
conjunction with the Com ptroller of 
the Currency, has undertaken to bring 
the examination of trust d ep a rtm en ts 
up to the level of com mercial bank ex­ 
aminations, it says. 
Experts in trust work are being em ­ 
ployed by the various Federal Reserve 
Banks. These experts will head the 
special staffs of trust exam iners in the 
twelve Federal Reserve Districts. Spe­ 
cial staffs are already at w’ork in some 
of 
the Reserve 
Districts, 
including 
Boston, Atlanta, Richmond and Chi 
cage. Tho Federal Reserve will ex­ 
amine the trust depa rtm ents of state- 
chartered m em bers of the Reserve Sys­ 
tem. 


Uniform Supervision 
Meanwhile, the Comptroller of the 
Currency has built up over the past 
two years a staff of special exam iners 
for the trust d ep a rtm en ts of national 
banks. All national banks are m em bers 
of the Federal R eserve System. Since 
nearly all state-chartered trust Institu­ 
tions are m em bers of the Reserve Sye 
tem the new plan will bring about 
what am ounts to Federal examination' 
for the trust business. 
State examining authorities probably 
will follow Federal supervisory policies 
to a considerable extent. Hence, coor­ 
dination of the procedure of the nation­ 
al banking system and the Federal Re­ 
serve System Is expected to result in 
uniform system of examinations for 
trust dep a rtm en ts in all banks. This In 
turn s h o u l d produce considerable 
standardization 
in the operation of 
trust departm ents, the 
division 
de­ 
clares.
